* * Hir, It is a ſecond warre that light- 
eth on your armes, by thoſe who imitating the firſt chri- 
ſtiaas, haue acknowledged you to be their King. Where 
fo he ſhould hane added, that ſuch a ſecond was of moze dan- 
gerous conſequence then the firſt, bicauſe in the firſt,they that 
toke part were only the foles,dolfes,ideots and wicked per- 
fotrs, The commons by the furious inducement of a heape of 

s and monkes, that fi | 

2 their faith, and the great ones to make way to their ambi⸗ 
tion. But in this they that terme themſelues the kings faith- 
full and god ſeruants, doe furniſh inſtructions and remem⸗ 
bꝛantes where with vnder the pꝛetente of a requeſt to wyth- 
dꝛawe the vertuous from their vowed obedjence and fivelitte, 
Eramine this diſcourſe by peece meale , and you ſhall finde 
many bꝛaue points: and examine it in Wneral,and you ſhal 
finde as many ſtabs wyth a dagger to ouerthzowe the King, 
and ſo conſequently the ſtate . The Authoꝛ termeth himſelle 
a Catholtke , the kings god ſubtect, zealous foz the common 
wealth, all this, fo pleaſure hum, Jam content to belteue. 
But had he bene a free catholike, he ſhonld haue addacſſed bis 
reitreſt to God, not to the Ring. D2 if a god ſubiect deſirous 
of publike peace, he ſhould haue opened his reaſons vnto him 
particularly, and not haue ſpꝛead them amongeſt the people, 
whereas confrariwiſe this requeſt neuer came to his handcs

Path he not a readie ex⸗ 
ample of this fault beroze his face 2 Foꝛ if after the death of 
the two bzeth2en the late king had reſolutely taken armes, 
and ſo,ginen the rebals no leaſure to bethinke themſelues, the 
affaires of our France had bene in better fate by the ong, 
halle But, O hard Yip, we loyfered about the godly D2ay- 
tlans at the cloſing vp of the ſtates at Bloys, wyth m 
cal pꝛeparation. and while we ſet our whole delight vpon this 
theatre, we perceined not that 7. dayes befoꝛe the citie of Pas 
ris th2ong) the inducements and p:actiſes of the Dozbonifts 
Had abandoned the kings obedience , Mowbeit you the god 
and faithfull ſeruant of the king (yon would thinize A _—

mocke in terming pon ſo ) haue quietly ſhipped in theſe two 
woꝛdes, That the Nobilitie would grieue to ſee their ſixe 
moneths turned into ſive yeares , as if th2sngh frinolous 
delapes the king longed after ſuch lingering. Akter the ſame 
maner as yon ſcke to make him bel ue, that in his defired 
conference he ſeeketh to be perſwaded by ſiue or ſix,who 
within theſe three daies departed from our church, moſt 
of them ſnamefully: Theſe be your owne wo2des,a matter 
that he neuer imagined, as hauing referred the concluſion of 
this canſe to ſuch a counſell as is afozeſapde , But certainely 
fth ye would netes haue this warre to light vpon our kings 
neck, it had bin your part to haue fought with gad weapons, 
and not with dzedes which pou haue ſlaunderoullp inuented. 

But who be thoſe noble men that haue ginen pou-commils 
flon to vſe thts ſpeech to the king 2 Are they the ſame that 
were at the camp at S. Clauds the 14. ol Auguſt 1589. in 
whoſe hands the R. pꝛomiſed within fire months to aſſemble 
a go, free and la wfull counſell, to the end to follow whatſocs 
ver ſhould therein be concluded? They are bound to the king 
by wo2de, ſigned, ſcaled and exemplified in the Parltament, 
and are not (imply gentlemen onelp, but euen the Pꝛinces ot 
the bloud, dukes,percs,officers of the crowne, and many o⸗ 
ther notable perſonages. 41 who haue pꝛomiſed him all ſer⸗ 
uice and obediente vpon his othe and pꝛomiſe, that within the 
time by hun pꝛeſcribed he would make this aſſembly, A pꝛo⸗ 
miſe which in it ſelfe implped a quiet condition of pcſibilitie, 
foz no man euer ine ant to bind himſelfe to a thing vapolſſibte, 
nepther is there any ſo ſenſeleſſe, as not to ſee that the linge⸗ 
ring which now appeares in the executjon ok this pꝛomiſe, is 
not by bim ſought o2 deſired, but ſp2ingeth out of theſe trou⸗ 

les. But whp ſhould we ſuppoſe that theſe doe complapne. 
conſidering we yet ſee them continue in the ſame devotion, EF 
that not they only haue tmbzaced the kings iuſt querrell. but 
alſo many other dukes, marqueſes ear les, barons and loꝛds, 
who inreſpca of their abſence hauing not ſigned , haue nat ⸗ 
withſtanding haſted to come vnto him with great trains and 
concourſe of people, to haſard their bodics, liues, and gods in 


his ſeruice. Al theſe doe know that the ſire moneths are expi - 


red, pet do not thereupon impute any thing to the king, nei⸗ 


ter are ſo farre deuoide of conſideration as to wiſh hun to

enter into our Church by anie other way then was capitu- 
lated amongſt them, and to the ſame end alſo was the loꝛd of 
Luxembourg choſen to gu to the Nope to giue him to vnder⸗ 
ſtand of al that was paſſed which he acknowledged to be iuit, 
bolp, and moſt la wtull. J doe not here tell you of thoſe houſe- 
doues and dozmice, who in their houſes doe watch on which 
fide the ſtoꝛme map light, to the ende to apply themſelues to 
the other: fo2 theſe men J account as cyphzes , ſo that it vou 
haue no other then thoſe, you might much better foz your ho- 
nours ſake haue ſuppꝛeſſed your requeſt. 

Mell, on, to pou do J now denounce warre euen as you 
haue done to the king, fo2 J am of the number of thoſe Ca- 
tholikes whome pou ſpeake of in the beginning of your peti⸗ 
tion, who imitating the ancient chziſtians,do continue in his 
obedience, If vou be as you ſay, ſo catholike,ſo god a ſubiect 
vnto the king, ſuch a loner of publike peace (fo2 J muſt pet 
returne to our firſt point) ſith you will reade a leſſon to our 
maiſter of that which vou thinke to appertapne to his duetie, 
ought you not alſo to haue done the like fo the people of that 
that belonged to them? Jt is a matter that you foꝛgot not to2 
lacke of notice, fo2 it is one of the firſt diſhes wherewith pou 
haue ſerued our king, when you tolde him that his god ſub- 
tects did imitate the ancient Chziltians : pet ſtaped pou ſo ſo⸗ 
dainely that your woꝛd dyed ſo ſ@ne as it was boꝛne: and 
ſuch a woꝛd.as being wel diigeſted in god mens conſciences, 
would pꝛocure a generall peace thzoughout the realme . Let 
vs therefoze beginne here by our ſelues : let vs reade to our 
ſelues a lecture of our dueties to our king, ſo being growen 
wiſe in our owne dueties, we may the better indeuoꝛ by ſup- 
plications, adutce, 02 other faire ſpeeches, to teach him that 
which we tþinhe mete fo2 him to do. 

Fir, J am of opinion, that encry god citizen ſhoulde 
wilh there were but one religion in auer well oꝛderes com. 
mon wealth, andeuery god Chꝛiſtian that there were no ex- 
erciſe ofanp ot her thtuthecathol. apoft. religion, That is the 
ſame wherein we haue biene of all antiquity bzought vp in 
France:the (ame wherein we were baptiſcd:the (ame whcr- 
in we ſhould liue and die, as being the ſpꝛing aud aſſurance 
of our ſaluatidn vnder the banner of our ſauioꝛ Jeſus Chiſt. 
God hath giuen vs a king of an other religion then ours, yet 
a

a vertnons, valeant, noble, wiſe and iuſt pzince, (ach a one as 
accom — bis actions tith the feare of God , Where 
the Miſe man (avth, that the frare of the Loꝛde is the begin- 
ning of wiſedome, J ſuppoſe he meant, that the feare of God 
is thy ground of all religion. Reucrthelelle, if he were other, 
if a Nabuchodonozer, who was the greatcit ſcaurge vnto the 
houle of Gad, yet were it our partes ta doe fo2 him the ſame 
that the Pꝛophet Baruch erhozted the childꝛen of Jſraett to 
do loꝛ the ſaid Nabuchodoneger, that is, to loue, honour, and, 
obey him, and to remt mber him in our pꝛayers: and whie? 
Becauſe God hath giuen him vs, and will haue vs to haue 
ſuch a one, whether to be teuenged of vs foz our ſinnes, o2 ta 
pꝛoue the ſtedfaſtneſſe of our faith, oz vpon any other rea. 
ſon which he will not any ſhould know but himſ.1%- When 
our Lo2d (aid, Gine vnto Cælar that bclongeth vnto Czſar, 
#c- Peter in ons of his Epiſties ic. Paule to the Romans, 
and ta Titus commaundbed the chꝛiſtians ta pzap to God fo2 
the earthly powers and to obey them, they knews that all the 


kings,monarches, and pꝛintes of thoſe dapes were heathen , 


as were all the other the emperours fram Auguſtus to Con- 
ſtantine the great, yea Conffance the ſonne of Conſtantine, 
albeit a chziſtian , was infected with the hereſie of Arrius, 


and Julian his ſucceſſoʒ from chziſftanitie returned vnto his 


Idolatrie, all which notwithſtanding,. we ftil obeyed them. 
Foz the pꝛapoſition of our Chziſftanitie impo:tedthat wee 


the emperour, becaule vpon.the one depended onely the loCe 
of godes and life, things periſhable andtranſtto2te : on the o⸗ 
ther, eternall damnation of our ſaules: to be bztefe , thatthe 


god chiſtian ſhogld make a buckler of his life againft ſuch: 


aſſaults as might be delinered him by the emperour, when bs 
contrarieth the honour of God, but that in al all other things 


our fathers. Reade ©. Cyprian, . Pierom, W. Auguſtine, 
and Tertullian dhe ancienteſ ol them all, where 
be wziteth to Scapula the gouernour of A cłrike. We, ſaid 
be, do in all, and thzough all obey the emperonr, we acknow- 


ledge him to be our ſoneraigneLo2de, we willingly pay him 
. tributes, aides, and ſubſidies. Dneonely thing we b 


vught rather to obey the vice-emperour then the inferioar 
— the emperour then the vice-emperour, and God then 


we owe him our obedience. This was the trophee erected by 
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An anſweretotheSupplication 


obfaine of him, that is, that he will permit vs to fine in peace 
of confcience., The like ſaith he in his Xpologte : and aboue 
all things in this generall obedience, he wit not that the chꝛi⸗ 
tian Gray one tittle from the common courſe ot his religton; 
but that rather be ſhoutd abide alt n; ind of tozments: and this 
is it that he doth at large diſcourſe vpon in his treatie of the 
crowne of a ſouldier . And to the ende pon ſhould not thinke 
that they liucd ſo be:auſe foꝛce ſo commaun ed, pcu ſha: find 
that T. of aquine, ons of our chief ſchole diuincs diſcourſing 
vpon this article, is of opinion, that of whatſoeuer religion 
the pꝛince be, pct the ſubied ought to obey him, alſo that there 
is one only cauſe that may diſpenſe with the othe of fidelitie, 
vz. when from chiltianity the pꝛince declineth to paganiſme, 
wherciu ikewile he is gaineſaide by antiquity : fo2 it is ter⸗ 
taine that the chꝛiſtians neuer doubted to obep Julian the ( 
ſfata . Pea that great Saint Martin the holy buck⸗ 

r of our Fraunce was vader his pay fiue whole peares 
while he was a Catechiſt, that is, during the time of his p20- 
bation , wherein ſuch as were diſpoſed to make pꝛofeſlion of 
our religion were ſtricteſt in their actions. This is, in my 
opinion, the leſſon vou ſhoulde haue taught the French nati⸗ 
on, and which now J do deluer in manner of a ſupply to the 
ſecond line of your @upplication : foz being ſo carefull fo2 the 
ſaluation of the kings loule, vou ſhould not haue neglected 
the reſt of France. A leſſon as catholike and holy as the heres 
ſie is deteſt able, that bath courſe among the Lraguers, vz. to 
vpholde that becauſe cur kings religion is contrary to ours, 
we lawfully map not onely den him our obedience, but alſo 
leaup warre againit him . Foz were their opinion true, wee 
mull condemne the whole doctrine ot the pꝛimitiue Church, 
we muſt condemne S. Peter and D. Paule, yea we muff 
condemne the great patron and foundation of our religion 
Jeſus ¶C hꝛiſt: pet it ts ſuch an hereſte as flideth into the harts 
of thoſe that are taken to be the honeſteſt men: fo: pour (el's 
do:lceme ta be ſomewhat (potted there with. fith of ſet purpoſe 
you omitted thts p2inctpall pece ; hic woulo greatip haue 
enriched pour wo2ke. How then? Will J diſſwade the king 
kram becomming a Catholike. becauie I teach his ſubieets to 
obey him? God fo2vio. The tipe of all ny deſires tend io ſee 
hum united in the ſame religion with us: but to tel vou true.

I could wiſh that neither you noz J had vndertaken the vn⸗ 
of this webbe. It is very daungerous to become an 


cially in an argument of ſo great conſ — dove 
conſidering the dinerſity of tumours amongſt vs at this day. 
Stand you vpon this,that the king ought to become a catho- 
like: Jn haſt poſt haſt, as you do,vnles he follow pour coun- 
ſell, ſundzy tickeliſh ſoules will trait imagine that it pzocee- 
deth ol want of deuotion, and mindeth to feedehis faythfull 
ſabtecs with delaies in reſpect of his pꝛomiſe at his comming 
to the crowne, and ſo ſhall you perhaps be the cauſe ofa new 
commotion againſt him. But let me vpholde the contrary, 
and J ſhall pꝛouide ſome conceit foz diuers ſlippery mindes, 
that by his conſent Jam vnder hand taught by thoſe of his re- 
ligion fo play this part : which will be a newe p 
to miſtruſt, a matter no leſſe dangerous then the other: and 
Wwythall it will be thought that in heart J p2ofeſſe an other 
religion then the ſame that outwardly J exerciſe , Nepther 
pou no2 J are Liſfppus oz Apelles, that we ſhould repꝛeſent᷑ 
Alexander in imagery 02 picture. J meane we are not (uffi- 
cient to diſcourſe vpon this high point that aimeth both at re⸗ 
ligion and the ffate : neuertheleſſe, ſith you, abuſing the liber- 
ty ofthe tyme wherein euerp one thinketh it lawfull to doe 
what he lit, ſeming to vzing a medcine foz the ſtate, do bꝛing 
poyſon : J beleue the better ſozt will not miſlike that J alſo 
do fake leaue to bꝛing in a counterpopſon. J will tell you 
then, that J am of opinion that the R. become a catholike,and 
that as ſwne as it may pleaſe God to giue him grace (foz it is 
a bleſſing that pzocedeth from God, not from vs) but that he 
ſhonld ſo become vpon the mould that you p2eſcribe him. A 
do not thinke that any god ſeruant fo God oz the king can ſo 
thbinke god. J pzay the Keader haue patience to the end, and 
be not dated at this firſt ſtep. Our religion is the holieſt, &c. 
Iwill beginne wyth this wozd Holie, which is the firſt point 
of your reaſon : foz as foz the reſt which concerneth the repu⸗ 
tation,pzofit and neceſſity thereof,al pour ſubtilties are vaine 
in the fight of God, which notwithſtanding J will diſcourſe 
bpon in their places as Jthinke mæte. 

Dur king muſt become a catholike becauſe our religion is 
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An anſwere to the Supplication 

ſuch a one as you would frame him, that is to ſay, a Pzince 
that ſhall abandon his religion, that hall bencefoozth goe to 
maſſe. that vpon the ſolemne feſtiualtes ſhall communicate 
wyth vs in the holy ſacrament, ſo to content his people wyth 
faire ſhewa, but in heart ſhall ſcoꝛne all our ceremonics, foz 
ſo ſhall vou fozme vs a king without religion, who befoze in 
the pzofeſſion of his ownrepoſed his whole confidence in God. 
Foz why ſhoulde not J imagine that you woulde make bym 
ſuch a one, euen pon who tearme his zeale and devotion in 
this behalfe, when he offerethyto ſubmit himſelfe ta the oꝛdi⸗ 
nances and decrees of a godcounſell which hymlelfe wil pꝛo⸗ 
cure, ſometimes ceremoniall, ſometimes courtizanicall. In 
the religion that he pzofefCeth he doth with his whole heart 
confes one God, and abhozreth by geſtures only to acknow⸗ 
ledge him. Upon a requeſt exhibited by his pꝛinces and great 
loꝛds that he would vouchſafe to become a Catholike, bee bes 
ſought them not to with in him a raſh alteration of his reli⸗ 
gion , but rather that wyth rype deliberation he might be by 
our men inſtructed, not in grofle,as you wiſh,but particulars 
ly and by peece-meale 2 matter that he deſired, not vppon 
courtezany o2 ceremony, but foz that be coulde not ſa eaſely 
as you, ieſt wyth his conſcience, foz,ifnede be, vpon his cons 
nerfion, he will do open penance foz his erroꝛ. This manner 
of dealing do pou millike, and would haue him at vnawares 
and blinfolde take our part, and this do you terme a miracle. 
But foz my part my ſpirite is ouer dull to diſgeſt this great 
metama2zphoſts of the conſctence . Yet knowe IJ that God 
wzought a greater miracls in the conuerſion of S. Paul:but 
in our church there neuer was but one S. Paul, whom God 
had eſpecially choſen to be his trumpet to all the nations of 
the Gentiles. Thus may we le how euerꝝ man miſconſtru⸗ 
eth the Scriptures, and fo2 the molt parte applycth them to 
couer his abune impiette. To this purpoſe I remember that 
in the time of ©. Cypꝛian ſundzy eccleftaſticall perſons ads 
mitted to lodge wyth them, ſome of their kindzed to guyde, 
and as they (apde,to ouerſæ their houſeſholde affapzes . But 
this great and holy parſon milliking this vſe,as knowing the 
inconuentonce that in pꝛoceſſe of tyme might grows thereof, 
they foz their defences alleadged the example of the UWirgine 
Pary and d. John, who dwelt together after the death and

ol our ſauioꝛ Jeſus Chzilt. Dh wzetches(cryed this 
holy man) dare pou gather any conſequence of the particular 

bleſſing of theſe two excellent ſoules, therewyth foz to couer 
pour impudicities. There is no example to be taken of thoſe 
examples, Bꝛing in the myſtery of the conaerſion of Saint 
Paule to ſtrengthen your — and al Pachenelltan pzin- 


ces ſhall hereafter become . 
But. the people (ſay are troubled with a ſicknes 


of mind:they dom leaſt you ar continuing in this tate 
whe: cin he now is, ſhould ſuppreſſe the Catholike religi- 
on: and therefore there is no other remedy for that diſ- 
caſe, but that he become a Catholike . Firſt, who is the 
people that you ſpcake of? Bane pou learched into the hearts 
of all the kings god aud lopall ſubieds? You will grant mee 
as JI (ſuppoſe, that all theſe intes and great Lozdes that 
bane ſubſcribed the afozementiqned declaratiõ that he made, 
are none of them: as allo that they are not thoſe bo ſincs 
wythout ſubſcribing haue come to yeelde hym their due (ery 
uice, nepther ſuch as accompanyed them. ÞPzoceede thzoughs 
. outthereſt of the people which are many, and howe knows 
vou that thep are troubled with this diſeaſe of the mynd, that 
you ſhould ſo boldly aſſure our king thereof e If you ſhould 
be diſaduowed what would ron (ay? Andſeke you any grea- 
fer diſaduow them thee anſwers wzitten againſt pou? The 
quiddities of your Dupplication might peraduenture b;&de 
this miſchiefe in ſome weake mindes, but not in any ſuch as 
bane any moze certapne infozmatian of the affaires both of 
God and the woꝛzlde : and wythall thinke that fo2 cuery one 
that is of pour mind there be an hundꝛed of a contrary opini⸗ 
on. And to tell yon the trueth, you flatter pour ſelſe, and do 
meaſure others by the mete-wand of your opinions: yet God 
grant J do ſay truth, and that it be your opinion, and not ra- 
ther a ſligſubtilty to wythdzawe the god and loyall Catho⸗ 
likesfrom their vowed obedience to the king. Bozeouer, your 
go about to daunt the king wyth an imaginary feare of the 
people, whereas he in his ſoule is ſufficiently terrefied wyth 
the feare of God . He frareth, and in god reaſon, leaſt if hes 
thould mocke his Maiſter, es you wilh him to do, his Palker 
would afterward mocke him : he who otherwhiles hath re- 
ceyued ſuch lauour and gracesof 38 all the ** of 
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An anſwere to the Supplication 


others haue turned to his pꝛoſite. You may make of your 
conſcience a cameleon, that turneth into as many colours as 
it ſeth oviectes . But the kings conſcience is not made after 
any luch faſhion : be thinketh that man to haue no ſoule that 
can ſo eaftly play wyth his ſoule : that he is vtterly voide of 
religion, that can frame his religion acco2ding to the diuer⸗ 
ſity of raignes : to be bztefe , that he is the ſame Ecebolius 
mentioned in the Eccleſlaſticali yiſtozy. - 
But you haue none (ſay vou) but the nobilitie to take 
our parte, your enemy hath the Communaltie, and yee 
©9252 that one Iulius Cæſar with the aſsiftance of the 
Communaltie defeated Pompey and all the Nobilitie of 
Rome. Dh ſtay man, you iudge boldely of our eſtate , and 
do not conſider that the policie of our France, heretofoze tal⸗ 
led Gall, doth farre differ from that of the Romanes .. Foz e⸗ 
uermoze, enen in the dayes of your Cæſar, and that by his 
owne teſtimony the fozce of. this nation depended vppon the 
Nobilitte - A cuſtome which by.lucceſſion of time and age is 
conuerfed into nature. lo that at this vay the Dake of Pay- 
enne wyth all his rebellious townes-and popular power, 
oth but warde our blows,and is dꝛiuen to the end to raigne 
in France to become the Opaniards flaue : pet do J make no 
accompt of this wo2lvly pollicy. Dur king bmldeth not his 
hope bpon eyther the Nobility oz the commanalty, but bpon 
God only: he is his buckler, his foꝛtreſſe, and his vpholder, 
rea he is all in all vato him, and hee belzeneth that wythout 
dim all the fozces of the wozlde are but winde. 
But let vs graunt all the faſhions poſſible to the argu- 
ment that we entreate of, foz to ſay trueth, it is the higheil 
point, and muſk not be weakely handled . As the Diuell the 
father of diſſention hath within theſe thirty peares party-co- 


loured vs with religions, vonder theſe two wozps Catholike 


and Huguenet, ſo are we our ſetues alſoas well the one 
as in the other parti-alized. Foz ſome take part foz the (fates 
ſake, others fo2 religion onely . J will therefo:e tand vppon 
the tearmes of Catholike, which we well here fozme vs, and 
will (ap that we haue (w9 kindes of Catholikes, the one, ca- 
tholikes of eſtate, the other, catholikes in religion. The firſt 
are wozlbly catholikes, and ſo conſequently the diuels Ca⸗ 
tholikes . The ſecond are the tras catholikes in aur _ 


exhibited to the King. 
and fo conſequently the childzen of God. If we conſider the 
in the eſtate to ſhape vs a Catholike pzince by your patterne: 
Ik the ſetond, then albeit you haue learning, yet haue you not 
catholike religion enough in your head to make a pzince ca- 
tholike by religion, | 

Now let vs ſpeake of the eſtate catholike, as of him who. 
peraduenture as at this day beareth greateſt ſway thzoughs 
out all ch2iltendome, A meane of him that hath no conſidera⸗ 
tion of the ſaluation of his ſoule in the ſight of God, but of the 
aduancement of himſelfc oꝛ his ſtate, wherein 3 beſeech thoſe 
that ſhalſpend ſome heure in the reading of this my diſcourſe, 
to thinke that J do not in any wiſe alow of ſuch eatholike po- 
licies, but doe viterly condemne,abhozre and deteſt them as 
abhominable in the ſight of God. Vowbeit, in as much as 
now we are fo giue the people fo vnderſfand that there was 
neuer counſaile mo2e pernitious, then that which the Bup⸗ 
plication tmpozteth , alſo that it is a marchandiſe fetcht out 
of the leaguers backe ſhop, who vnder a falſe ſhew of ſeeking 
to huſband the peace of the realme, doe pꝛactiſe a new diſuni⸗ 
on between the king and his god ſubtecs, J beſ@ch vou gius 
me leane to ſtrike vpon this tenour which bath recourſe vn⸗ 
to the (tate, and afterward J will touch the baſe that hath re- 
lation to the catholiks church when J come to ſpeake of the 
catholike in religion. J vpholde, that if the king become a 
catholike wythout that which you terme ceremony 02 cour⸗ 
tezany , and call moſt holy wel ozdered deuotion, he loſeth 
bis reputation among all men, and wythall, aduentureth the 
ſoſle both ofhimſelfe and his realme. There is nothing of like 
impoꝛtante to the mighty as honoꝛ Chat is it that may moſt 
perſwade them. Dur king hath fram his infancy btn bꝛought 
vp in the doctrine that he yet followeth : he hath as a man 
ſhould ſay euen ſucked in with his nurſes milke, his religion, 
together wyth the expzefſe commandement that his mother 
the Q. of auarre at her deceaſe gane and lefte vnto him, as 
it were a teſtamentarie legacte, namely, that he ſhould perſe- 
uere therein vnto the death. Ve hath ſince defended it againſt 
all woꝛldlx indenoꝛs, with the pꝛice of his blcud and life, and 
| hath had god ſucceſſe. e that being ſimply king of Nanarre, 
with a handfull of men bath vpon _ opinion d. — 
| 3

nemy that was armed with the pzetence of the holy ſea of 
Rome, with the aut hozity ofthe late king and of the king ol 
Spaine, ſhall now being king of France, and aſllted wyth 
ſo many p2tnces, dakes, peeres, marqueſſes, earles and ba- 
rons tope fo2 a weake tripe with a rede to him that doth 
but warde his blowes? This was not the opinion of Pope 
Sixtus laſt deceaſed, as may witnes (ome honozable perſo- 
nages, whom he charged to tell the king, that as well in re- 
ſpect of his conſcience toward God, as of his reputation a- 
mong men, it ode him vpon to take great heede of altering 
bis religion, vnleſle with ſuch oꝛder as he had taken with his 
Nobilitie . J do expꝛeſly alleadge vato pou the authozitte of 
this great perſon, as well in reſpec of his degree of dignity o⸗ 
ner vs, as fo2 the wiſcdome that his age and long experience 
had purchaſed . We other men are but ceremonies . Baniſh 
the ceremonies of cur vows in matters of greateſt cõſciente, 
as religion, and ye ſhall ere pe be aware baniſh a great part 
of all religions. There is not hing that a great king ought 
ſo much to feare, as to inturre an opinion of lightneſſe and 
inconſtancie. The which to cſchue be muſt vſe all poſũble 
means in any alteration that he purpoſeth in matters of cõ⸗ 
ſequence. Jf when there ariſeth any queſtion 02 argument 
about the giuing of the lie to a Gentleman , oz one that pꝛo⸗ 
feſleth armes, When they goe about agreement men vſe to 
bꝛing all kindes of fozmalities to couer the hono2 as well of 
the giuer as of the taker, will pou not ſuffer a mighty king to 
vle ſome ccremony whereby to ſhunne the lie which you dos 
imagine he giueth to our Church, thinking to doe well: Jf it 
fand vpon his reputation (XJ ſpeake now as a wozldly wiſs 
man) vou mult trcade vnder fote both the pzofite and nece(- 
ities by pou alleadged ; fo2 not only pzinccs but euen meane 
gentlemen doe account nothing p2ofitable oz neceſſary that 
may any whit impeach their honoz, 

But (ſay you) this (hall be a great conqueſt for the K. 
ouer himſelfe: nap contrariwiſe, it (hall be a bzaue vidoꝛis 
that his ennemies ſhall haue obtained againſt him. Wo that 
were Jin pay with them, J would alſo pꝛocure the like ſup⸗ 
plication as pours. The feare nothing ſo much as that, 


ſay you: xouſay it, but foꝛ my parte 4 thinke the cantrarie. 
Foz were J of their counſel, Cod knows what rate J _ 


exhibited to tlie King. 

ſet vpon the merchandiſe , and how much J would thinke fo 
gaine by truſting it fozth.. The miſchiefe is, that they be 
deſtitute of J wote not what hired lack -lattine P2eachers, 
whome in their pulpits they cauſe to play what perſons they 
pleaſe. My counſel is (fay you) of ſuch efficacie, that by 
one ſole Edict, by one skinne of parchment wel penned, 
1 he king ſhal obtaine that at his peoples handes, that fif- 
tie thouſand corflets can not obtaine. If the Pope doeth 
gain-ſay him, a faire appeale as of abuſe may do him rea- 
ſon . So ſoone as his ſubiects (hal ſee their king returned 
into the boſome ot the Church, they wil immediatly fall 
downe at his feete, as hauing the feare that held them in 
ſuſpence baniſhed away . Indede you are a great Noſtro- 
damus, that doe p2ognoſticate vato vs wonderfull thinges : 
what pledge 02 ſurety haue you fo2 your pꝛomiſe? Are yon 
vet to learne, that betwerne ligue and guile an side French 
wo2d that ſigniſieth deceit tt ere is no diſferente but the tranſ· 
poſition of a ſillable 2 Whercupon do you ground pour pꝛe⸗ 
diction? Are you a Sindicque Atturny foz all the rebellious 
townes? Are pour rememb2ances ſigned, wherby vou think 
you ſhall not be diſadnowed? But grant you haue them, dos 
pou take the Leaguers to be ſo honeſt men that they will not 
infringe their faith: A woman that hath once abandoned her 
honoꝛ, doth afterward with time ſell to others god cheape. 
And I ſhall neuer thinke that man to haue any faith , that 
hath ſo eaſily diſpenſed with his fidelity to his pzince . But 
let vs argue enen by common ſenſe , whether there be any 
likelibode to bcleene that the townes wil ſubmit themſelnes 
to the kings obedience. The Judictall Aftrologers that deals 
with caſting our natiuities , after they haue ereqed their fl 
gures, do ſtand aſſured of their pzedictions to come, in caſs 
they find they haue hit right in that which is paſt: and there 
in indeede there is ſome liketthods,albeit Jbe not of opmion 
that we ſhould belteue ſuch: fantaſficait p:ognofficataz&:fith 
thercfoze that you do meddle with indging of that that is to 
come, it is requiſife that your iungement bo not fixed 
ſome vaine imagination, eſpecialty in matter of ſo great 
poztance as this is: but yon ought to ground it vppon ſoms 
cozreſpondence and couplement of thinges- paſt with ſuch as 
ere ts ume. Pouthinke that nothing but religion doth con- 
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An anfweretotheSupplication 


tinue warres in Francs. When the townes armed them- 
ſelnes againſt the late king. was it religion that inuited them 
thereto: Was there ener pꝛince moze ſtedfaſt in Romiſh re- 
ligion then he? Foz euen abandoning many times the degree 
of his royalty, he framed his actions to his ſubiecs, ſomtimes 
ſhewing himſelfe openly a penitenf, ſomtimes making him⸗ 
ſelle halle a Ponke in cloiſters, ſo to exerciſe his deuotion: 
neither need we any greater teſtimonp then this, that he had 
in trueth bin pet aliue,had be not repoſed to much confidence 
in monkes and friars . Let vs leaue nothing at home that 
may tend to the fauonr of your opinion. Foz in ſo high an 

argument as this J fight fo2 the trueth , not fo2 victoʒp. Pou 
may reply, that the reaſon that raiſed their armes again the 
other king do ceaſe in this:fo2 the murder committed againſt - 
the two bzethzen in the aſſembly of the ſtates, together with 
the extraoꝛdmarp collections and exactions againſt his people 
cried to God foz vengeance. Foz theſe be the the two come 
mon places wherewtth they ſhzowd themſelues: but neither 
ef theſe conflderations haue place in the king now raigning. 
A folution indtede not all amiſſe. But tell me: when the D. 
of Gmiſe openly without all oꝛder of law went about by the 
eſtates holden at Blops, to cauſe the king of Nanarre vn- 
beard to be declared vtterly vnwozthy and vncapable of the 
crowne of France, there was neither vengeance to be exe- 
cuted , neither had the king of Nauarre conſented to all the 
co:ruptions of the others ratgne. But contrariwiſe the houſe 
of Guile had had gad parte therein: foz they had gotten fo2 
es fine 03 ſire @victs to the opp2eſſton of the people: 
but eſpectally that great refozmer of tyzanny , the Duke of 
Payen , Jknow well enough that the duke of Guiſe ſhꝛou⸗ 

ded his arme under the viſard of religion. Pet if thou being 
lientenant of France but in parchment onelp , he ſollicited 
this w2ong againſt the king af Nanarre, think you the duke 
of Payenne, that ſo thinketh hunſelle to be indeede, were ſo 
fond as not to p2oſecate his frſt point? Doe you yet ſuppoſe 
that ſuch parts of the people as in euery towne , by lacking 
the aids to all miſchtefe, haue enriched themſelues with the 
ſpoiles of god men(foz to truth, there is no fowne but 
bath bis Roſsicux oz Buſſy le Clere) that they, J ſay, that 
bane the ſtrength in their owne handes, wil ſyffer the _—

the fowne houſes to pzopound the peelding info the 
obedience, 02 if any ſhoulde be (6 bolde woulde not lodge 
betweene foure darke walles? Pane they not twenty toz- 
mento2s in their conſcientes that accompany them in al pla- 
ces? Js this wozd Relaps, where wi the duke of Guiſe ar⸗ 
med himſelfe dead with him? You will tell me that the pope 
ſhall diſpenſe,and J tel you pour pꝛeachers wil not belteue it, 
no moꝛe then they haue attended his decree and authozity to 
ſound out warre againſt the late king. Can not they adde, 
that the king hauing ſet ſo (mall a pzice of his conſcience wil 
pꝛoue a Catholike foz a vantage, J meane of wozſe cond iti⸗ 
on then befoze, and ſo haue no religion? Pay they not haue 
a god argument to aduow it? Jfthey haue bin ſo wicked as 
in their pulpits to pꝛoclaime the late king to be of no religi⸗ 
on, and to giue out his abſtinence from meates and other the 
auſterities by him vled to be but mocks e hypocriſtes where- 
with to abuſe the peoples ſimplicity , what may they ſay of 
him that ſo lightly may haue turned his coate : You thinke 
they will not do it: if yon thinke ſo , euen in common ſenſe 
vou are deceiued . D2 you imagine that albeit they ſhould (@ 
do, pet their Sermons woulde be of to ſmall effect with the 
people, to turne av this theic new vw and denotion,that 
pou aſſure the king of. But J am of a contrary opinion. 
Thus you ſe vs of contrarie mindes, and vpon this contras 
riety of hopes and opinions would pou haue the king hazard 
bis perſon and ſtate? You may (ay, Af J were king J wruld: 
and J wil anſwerefoz him, That if he had made the Sup- 
plication now in queſtion, peraduenture he would do it: but 
being R. he muſt loke well that he do it not. My god friend, 
A vnderſtand but one Lattin wozd, Tant penitere non e- 
mam, and J thinke it were god fo2 the kings ſeruice that he 
ſhould remember it in French. Ik the king agreeing fo your 
opinion by this his new belcefe had loff all his beleefes of his 
antient ſeruants that haue wyth him bo2ne the quarrell, as 
taking it to be Gods quarrell . And the pzinces that fauou- 
red him foz the communion of their religion rather then of 
their callings ſhould growe luke warme in his behalfe: nd 
on the other ſide , if the rebels ſhould perſeuere in their rage, 
into what diſo2der,o2 rather diſpatre ſhould vou bꝛing his al⸗ 


faires? He ſhould linde himlclfe * tre he were 
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An anſwere to the Supplieation 

and you ſhall pꝛooue but a bad warrant foz pour counſell. 
Neither pour parchment noz pour appeale as of abuſe, to be 
bziefe, all the petyfoggeries of France woulde not ſuffice to 
warrant him. Mis ennemtes haue a newe pzoduction , J ſay 
weapons, the which conjopned wyth J wot not what colou⸗ 
red title, which the ſtrongeſt do neuer want, when the queſti⸗ 
on concerneth a kingdome , they will eaſtly by the meanes 
thereof winne their cauſe. Foz as fo the conſiſtoʒy of Rome, 
which in (ach affaires is of ſome waight in the ballance , as 
being compoſedof ſund2y loꝛdes, who thzough their long er- 
perience do ozdinarily contoyne religion with the ſtate , and 
neuer diuide humane wiſedome from holines, it wil alwaies 
incline to the ixongeſt. 

But is not this the parte of a very Scholler in State 
matters, to wich that a pzince ſhould alter his religion, vpon 
a vaine conceipt thereby to winne the hearts of thoſe whome 
be would conquere 2 It your Machiauell nowe lined ,, who. 
taught you that a king ought to be of like religion as his ſub⸗ 
terts, be would tell you that a wiſe pꝛinte neuer made ſo vn⸗ 
clarkly a ſtep, as to alter his religion, ſo long as he td vpon 
the conqueſt , ut hauing atchieued all his entetpꝛiles, bee 
thould then conſult with his friends, whether it were god fog 
bun to embꝛate his ſubiects religion, to the ende the better to 
like chem. Von, and ſuch as be like pour ſelfe doe relie oncly 
vpon the catholike religion of the French kings, name ly fog 
that king Clouis altered his Paganiſme into Chailtianitie,. 
which in thoſe dates was diſperſed ouer all the Galle. Let vs 
reſt vppon this example, which map be a god guide to leads 
bs in the path that we are to paſſe, Did this great king (foz 
J account him foz the greateſt that euer raigned in France 
without exception, either of Charlemaine, oz of Philip the 
conquerour) become a chꝛiſtian· ſo long as he ftade vpon bis 
conqueſts:0; did he it without any ceremony? No verely. Foz 
when he was to receiue the ſacrament of Baptiſme, it was 
perfozmed with ſuch dignity by his great counſeller ©. Re- 
my, that afterward the poſterity conuerted al the ceremonics 
thereat obſerued into miracles. Beſldes be abandoned not his 
beathen religion to Coupe to oures, untill he had freed his e⸗ 
fate from the bondage of the Komanes, ſubdued the Bur⸗

that polleſſed the country of Septimany , ſince called Law 
guedoc, into Spaine, and though the great battell of Colbi⸗ 
ac bzought vnder his obedienceal Germany, whereby Theo⸗ 
do2ike king of Italy became a ſuter vnto him, all which per⸗ 
ſoʒmed, he receiued Ch2iſtendome : pet can J not hereupon 
inferre, that ſoz ali this he became a ſtate Chzilfian ; but thus 


much is certaine, that he vſed this diſcretion at his new pars 
ſe, that be turned not from his religion vntill be — 
fe ta haue the vpper hand, 

J will vſe your owne examples: pou (ap that the Mace⸗ 
bonians abated J wot not how much of their ancient deuoti⸗ 
on to their king Xlerander, becauſe he attired himlſelfe after 
the Perſian maner. This ſtozy will J faithfully and at large 
rehearſe, as greatiꝑ ſeruing my turne, but not yours. ©0 
long as Xlerander was buſſed about the conqueſt of Aſla, he 
fozbare to vſc either the habite o2 cuſtomes of the kings of 
Perſia , But hauing once conquered it, imagining that bee 
wanted no moze fo2 the accomplithement of his vidozies but 
the conqueſt of the hearts of his new ſubieas , whole Coun⸗ 
try which he had ſubdued was in extent fins 02 ſire times as 
great as all Macedonia, he had recourſe vato the pollicie we 
ſpeake of. Ye toke both the attire and diademeof the kinges 
of Perſta, and from thencefoꝛth beganne to cauſe himſelfe to 
be adozed by ſuch as came to ſalute him. d matter vnaccuſto⸗ 
med among the G2ccians, yet ſuch as made ths conquered ſo 
pou to his obedience, that he kept them in peace ſo long as 

e lined. Hereupon accrtaine philoſopher, oz rather a Schol⸗ 
ler named Caliſthenes, who meaſured a mightie kings ima⸗ 
ginations by his owne , began to murmure among the ſouls 
diours, ſhewing them, that it was the way to bary the Gꝛe⸗ 
tian liberty in the bondage of the Perſians , in the conqueſt 
whereof they had bo2ne a great parte and poꝛtion with Alex⸗ 
ander: andifneede had ſo required, had he thought vpon it, 
he would haue exhibited a like @upplication as pours, wher- 
by to bzing Alexanders bebaniozs intomiſlike . Thele com- 
plaints paſſing from mouth to month among the Patedoni⸗ 
ans was like to haue ſtirred vp a great ſedition. Whereupon 
the king put the ſcholemaiſter to death, not vpon any iniuri⸗ 
ous wꝛath, as ſome foliſh Yiſtoziographers haue waitten, 
but to the end to ſtoppe the fluxe * this new commotion, and 

2 withall 
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withal to make him an example to the poſteritie,againfk ſuch 
as licentioufly abuſing their tongnes oz pennes, befoze they 
haue ſerued their appzentiſage in ſtate affaires, doe in their 
Tudies meddle with controuling the actions of their king a- 
mong his people and ſubieas. 

This example haue J ſet you downe to two endes. The 
firſt, to ſhew you that a ſoueraigne p2ince ought neuer to al⸗ 
ter his faſhions, maners,o2 religion fo2 the contentation of a 
people befoze he hath gotten the maiſtery ouer them. The 
other to let yon vnderſtand that we are not ſo eaſily oz open⸗ 
ly to controll the beh auiours of our kings, eſpecially in mat⸗ 
ters concerning the eſtate . Foz not ta penetrate into the bo⸗ 
tome of their thoughts, and yet to publiſh againſt them ſach 
ſpeeches 02 diffamato2y libels as may moue their ſubiectes to 
reuolt, is a matter of death:and you map peraduenture haus 
deſerued the ſame puniſhment as Caliſthenes : be fo2 com- 
playning foliſhly,and out of ſeaſon of Alexanders new alte; 
ration of the aancient faſhions of G2ece ; pou foꝛ complains 
ing of the king fo2 not altering his olde religion fo2 an other 
that ſhall be new vnto him. Foz to tell you plainely what o- 
pinion many haue of yon, they ſay that it is the very counſel 
of one, who ſeeming to loue the king, loucth him not, oz ſtu⸗ 
dying vppon his pꝛeſeruation, endeuoureth to teſtrop him. 
And at one woꝛd, that pour Supplication is the counſel! of a 
wicked Leaguer : pet foz my part, J doe fo2 pour excuſe tell 
them, that if it includeth any miſchiefe, the ſame pzoceedeth 
not of any pour hatred againſt the xing, but of t much lone 
to your ſeife. Bad J acceſſe to the kings eare,and were J as 
a ſtate man to counſel hum, I would not wiſh him to become 
a Catholike pet, but to Cay bntill hee had onercome his 
affaires. either is there any better meane to lincke vnto 
vs a Countrep that we haue but latelp conquered, then by 
pur chaſing fanour ofthe people , which map be kept by em- 
b2acing their religion, vnleſſe we be ſo ſtrong as without al- 
teration we mav commatind the ſame . This is the counſel 
that (ſpeaking as a wo2ldly wile man) J wonlde giue mp 
king. But let vs, J pꝛap pou, returne vnto God, who ſhoulo 
be our Weathercocke,and without whom we cannot arriue 
in any god hauen . J haue ſuffered my ſelfe at vnawares to 
be carried away with the waues of this wozlo , = = 

| dlp 


exhibited to the King. 
wozldly wiſedome is but folly befoze God. Mhere pon doe 
wich the king to become a Catholike, without laying his 
band vpon his heart, you Toe it to no other end, ſay you, but 
to pzocure him to raigne in aſſurance ouer his people, and to 
bzing peace to his realme, though not to his ſoule . That 
wil you lay if J ſhew pou both with the finger and e pe, that 
thꝛough euen palpable and viſible miracles of God, al things 


haue gone againſt the haire with ſuch Catholikes? J wil not 


ſeeke out of France, neyther com the quarrell that hath been 


among vs theſe thirty yeares : and the lining God I take to 


witnelle, that no paſſion maketh me to vtter that which J do 
mind to ſpeake, but euen a deſire to open the etes of the blind. 

It can not be denied but that the duke of Guiſe father to 
the laſt deceaſed, alſo the laſt deteaſed were great warrio2s, 
bolde, and as valiant as might be, Lozdes that accompanied 
their valoar with al humane wiſedome, wherein both they 
and the Duke of Þayenne alwayes lodged this pꝛopoſition: 
That they woulde not vſe our religion any further then the 
commodity of their affaires did commaund , fo2 their owne 
aduanecment and greatneſſe , J] wil beginne with the fa- 
ther and his bzother the Cardinall of Loꝛaine. Do ſone as 
Ling Þenry the lecond was dead, ſeized vpon his ſonne the 
poung king Frances, by a title ot becauſe he had 
married their neece, and withall eſtranged from his pzeſence 
the p2inces of his blond and officers of the Crowne, namely, 
that wiſe Conſtable Þontmozencie, who was in ſo great fas 
uour with the foꝛmer king his maſter : from whom not con- 
tent with that diſgraee, they toke the ſtate of great Maiſter, 
which he had inioyed ener ſince the deceaſe ol RenEof Sauoy 
his father in law. This tpꝛennp was euident, fo2 all the 
affaires of France paſſ:dthzough the hands of theſe two bꝛe · 
thꝛen, who abuſed the kings name and youth at their plea⸗ 
ſures. Many god Frenchmen unable to beare that tiranny, 
conſpired againſt them. The King then ſoiourned ſome- 
tunes at Chenonceau, ſometimes at Ambots . The whole 
communalty ſwarmed thither, intending to baniſh theſe our 
newe Maiſters, and to pꝛeſent a Supplication fo the king 
fo2 the eſtabliſhing of a lawful! counſeli of the P2inces of the 
bloud, and officers of the crowne about his perſon. J thinke 


there was J wot not what al the newe religion among (oz I 
C 2 will 
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will not in any wiſe falſifle this hiſtoꝛie. Their miſhap was 
ſuch that they were diſcouered by one Deſaucnelles an aduo⸗ 
cate, who.was of that faction, by whom the Guiſes were ad⸗ 
nertiſed that the peoples quarrell was againſt them, The en⸗ 
terpꝛize thus diſconered, the pꝛincipalles were app2chended 
at the Caſtellof Noiſe, and the common people vpon the hit 
waies, who had their directions to meteat Ambois. owe J 
beſerch pou vaderſtand what wiſedome in mans ſenſe theſs 
two bzethꝛen vſed, to maintaine them(ſelnes in their vſurped 
authozitie. A lſo how in the end God turned al their de uiſes 
into (\moke. Becauſe this hiſtoꝛy deſerueth to be knowen to 
al:ſo ſone as theſe pwze men were taken, they are made to be- 
leue that they came with intent to (cize vpon the kinges pers 
ſon, and to take him pꝛiſoner Their p2ocefle ts by and by 
made and b2tefly finiſhed by a Pailter of requeſtes. Mazere, 
Caſtelnaw. Noize,aad Kenne the pꝛincipall enterpꝛiſers are 
beheaded in the mar net place of Amboiſe. Kenaudy whome 
Pardillan flew in the fleldes, after his death is quat tered and 
made an example: and of their fol owers an infinit number, 
ſome dꝛowned by heapes, others banged oner the Caſtell 
walles . This firſt one thus caſt fo? a foundation to their 
building, they confidered that this enterpꝛiſe muſt pzocede 
from ſome higher hand. Alſo that in ſuch affatres after they 
had put in vꝛe the firſt exemplary puniſhement againſt the 
chiefeſt offendozs , it was rcquiſite to pardon the rift of the 
commons and pet in any wiſe not to ſpare the heades of the 
greateſt and Luthoꝛs. That it any had cauſe fo miſlike the 
then gouernement,. it was the p2zinces of the bloud, to whom 
this charge appertained , during the minoꝛitie of the king, 
whome a marriage could make no wiſer then his age: and 
therefoze by a bꝛaue policy thep were wiſe enough fo2 p20- 
pounding their owne intereſt : ſo that laping downe onlp the 
honoz of God and the king, after the exzentions at Amboiſe. 
they publiſh a generall pardon to all the cominon people that 
had conſented to this conſpiracy , Wherby no man ſhould af 
terward be moleſted therefaze. They create a new guard cf 
French harquebnzters about the kings perſon , whole Ca pi⸗ 
rains being at their deuotion, was an oꝛdinarp aſſurance foz 
them to and againſt all men. Underhand they gather inkoꝛ⸗ 
mattons againſt the heades of this comſpiracy, not namuig as 
I ny.

ny. Thep fo2fefie the high wapes fo Xmbois and Oꝛleante 
with men cf armes, ſo to pzcuent all newe commotions that. 
might {p2ing out of Gupenne, becauſe at chat time the late 
L 02d pꝛince of Conde was rctiredinfo Bearne with his bꝛo⸗ 
ther the hing of Nauarre, who were the men againſt whom 
they layde all their ſnares. Xt Fountain bel. eau they pꝛo⸗ 
cure the creation of 17. new knights ofthe eꝛder of ſaint i⸗ 
thael, therein violating all auntient o2der, fo2 befoꝛe they ne⸗ 
uer created aboue ene oꝛ two at the moſt at once, and that ves 
ry ſeld me, and with great conſideration, But theſe were ſo 
many bound vnta them, and pꝛops foz their tyꝛannp in time 
to come. Thence they lead the king to Paris, where they do 
cauſe him to take aſſurance of fdelitie of the pꝛouoſt of Mer⸗ 
chants and Sheriffcs of the townc to himlelfe . Al thele pꝛe⸗ 
paratiucs thus made, they bꝛing him to D2leance, where 


fo2 the aſſemblp cf the eſtates, as knowing very well that tho 
deputies do neuer peelde but where fozce and authozity com ⸗ 
mandeth them, albeit men be perſwaded that the ſame is the 
vpholding of the peoples libertie. Mithall they diſpatch mas 
ny miſſiues in the kings name to the king of Nauarre, the 
Pꝛince of Conde, the Conſtable, and the Admirall, to come 
to hum to Dzlcance , pꝛetending theſe commaundements vp⸗ 
on his deſire that they ſhould be aſſiſtant to this aſſembly. Es 
uery wiſe man iudged that there was ſome notable tragedis 
to be played at the coſtes of theſe pwye loꝛds, fo2 the perpetn- 
all eſlabliſhment of the houſe of Guiſe. The Conſtable ha- 
uing ſome inkling, made but lowe haſfe . The king of Nas 
uarre, and the loꝛd pꝛince after many reiterated commande- 
ments arrived at the towne of Poytters, where they had the 


fieſt aduertiſement of the kings diſcontentmet againf them, 


but withall at the ſame inſtant, they were ſo inueſted by the 
Marſhall of Cermes with two companies of men of armes, 
that they could not poſſibly returne backe againe . At their 
comming to Oꝛleante the lozd pzince was committed to ſafe 
cuſtody , and certains Judges were erp:eſlely ſent fo2 from 
Paris to frame his inditement . As foz the king of Navarre, 
they ſearched ſo narrowly into his actions, that there was no 
great difference betweene Garde and Regarde . The pꝛinct 


percetuing that it was a match ſer in hand bythe ——_—

foz his deſtruction vnder the bozrowed name cf the king, be⸗ 
ganne to linger matters, craued diſtribution of counſell: al- 
leadged, that he being a pzince of the bloud , was not to bee 
judged by Comnuſſtoners, but by the whole body of a Court 
of Parliament. But they ſpurred hum ſo neare, that the de ⸗ 
fences which he pꝛopounded were taken foꝛ an affeded cons 
tumacie . In the meane tune the deputies came in apace, 
which was ſo pꝛouided, to the end, that after the india ment 
had bin fully framed, this poꝛe p2ince, who had erred in no⸗ 
thing, but in neglecting to withſtand their tyzannp , migkt 
haue bin condemned to death, not only by a Parliament, that 
Gouldhaue beene bzought foz che nonce, but alſo by the thꝛee 
eſtates ot France . This once obtained, J wote not what 
ſhould haue become of the king of Nauarre , whome at that 
time all men fo fozſoke , that ſuch as in heart were his bums 
ble and affectionat ſeruants, durſt not ſo much as by a winke 
of the eie be acknowne thereof . Mas there euer enterpꝛiſe 
guided with moze wozldly wiſedome then this? Let vs theres 
foze (& the ende. Euen when they were ready to ſmite, and 
that to that cect they were about to remoue the king out of 
that towne to Chenonceau , to the ende he being abſent, the 
ſaid L. pꝛince might haue no recourſe to his mercy: The king 
boted and ſpurred, and ready to take hozſe, beganne to finde 
bunſelfe ill at eaſe, and to be ſhoꝛte, died within leſſe then 4. 
dates. Then, euen in the twinkling of an eie, all the purpoſes 
ol thele two bꝛethꝛen were turned to nothing. The bondmen 
to the court gaue them ouer and dzewe to the R. of Nauarre . 
Vim did the eſtates pzonounce the kings lieutenant generall 
ouer all France, during the mino2ity of king Charles the 9. 
Allo the L,pzince, plainetife in a declaration of innocence, 
by a decree of Parliament in ſcarlet robes , obtaineth his tul 
demaunde . All that the two bzethzen had as yet compaſſed 
were Cate blowes, but this was a maiſters blowe . J ſpeake 
of that maiſter who laugheth thoſe to ſcoꝛne, that with mans 
wiſedome make a ſcozne of him. Fo2 had they not, euen with 
bolberds fetcht the king of Navarre, cuery man iudgeth, that 
conſidering his nature, he would hardly haue come vnto the 
court, 02 if he had comc,it would haue bin with ſuch delaies, 
that in the meane time the others might very eallp haue con- 
finacd their authozify about the Q. mother, a fozren .

telle, who without the aſſiſtance of the pzinces of the blod had 
had no great power to withikand them. Now will pou aſke 
me what cozreſponvence this example hath.with the Cate ca · 
tholike whome J deteſt ? Uery great: foz J aduow., and ad- 
uowing am not decetucd, that neyther of theſe two bzetbzen 
troubled his head with any other religion, then ſuch as they 
thought might ſerus to the aduancement and pꝛogreſſe of the 
greatnefle of their famely . Foz they were the firſt that coun⸗ 
ſeled king Henry the ſecond to become pzotectoz of the Dutch 
Nation, that is, of the Germans religion againſt Charles the 
ft, and foꝛced the parlement to vereſie this bzaue title. This 
that JI (ap is no fable hatched with my quil : foz there ts none 
that lined in thoſe daies but knew it, nepther concealed they 
it, but accompted it as a matter that thep thought nught turn 
to their honoz. It theſe our Maiſters had bin ſo zealous to the 
Romitlh church, as ſince they would haue made vs beleue, 
would they haue iuſtiſied this tourney into Germany, which 


haue gaineſa:de if, by humble Sapplications, declaring vnto 
the king, that ſuch a pꝛotedion was fozmallyp as they thought 
repugnant to the honour of God and his Church. But they 
maintained the cantrary as weening ſo both to purchaſe their 
malters fauour, and withal to benefit themſelues about him, 
as ladede they did. Foz the Duke of Gaiſe the father neuer 
purchaſed ſa much honour as in the Towne of Metz when 
= withKode the flege againſt the Emperour the 


{This is the reaſon that J hane noted this example againſt 
all Pacheuels ſchollers (A will not belteue you to be ante ) 
who care not what the kings religion be, ſo he may content 
bis people. J will yet ſtay vpon the ſame example: foz how 
long ſoeuer I make this diſcourſe, vet wil if be but to bꝛiefe 
to rote out this wꝛetched opinion .

In thoſe dayes did we ſ& the Empero2 Chartes the fit grow 
mighty by the eqerthzow of all the pzofeſtant pzinces, whong 
be had diſcomfited in a pitcht fielde, and had taken pꝛiſaners 
the D. of @axony, and the Lantgraue,of Peſſe . Bereupon 
bad they recaurſe to our N. and put themſeiues into his p20- 
tection , Ye toke their quarcell in hand, to the ende to ſtoppe 
the courſe ofthe @mperours pur naſes, albeit againſt all pol- 
licie and wozldly reaſon. That be that made pzoceſfion of the 
catholike religion, ſhquld ſuppaꝛt hereficail ſubtecs(as they 
were then tearmed)agatnlt their ſoueraigne Load, who war- 
red vpon them only in hatred of their new religion. Jn this 
age al things ſmiled vpon vs: foz ſo ſane as the emperoz 
had intelligente that the king was in armes to paſſe ouer tho 
Rhine, he pacifled all things with his ſubiecs and graunted 
them the Interim , ſo that the onely ſounde of our comming 
made them obtaine whatſoener they demaunded, and at our 
returne fram that voyage we gaue ſoꝛ our badge the imperi⸗ 
all towns of Metz Thoale,aud Uerdare, But hath this paſs 
fed vnpuniſhed 2 The penaunce fo; this fin was not inflicted 
during the life of Pearp the fecond, but of his child;zen . 0's 
aifo we reade of many like puniſh ments in the hiſtoꝛie of the 
Ainga tu the alde Teſtament ,. Thou Catholike king (ſaith 
this great god) hall mainteined the Oerman P2oteſtants,to 
the encreaſe of their opinions. ſo to kœp downe thy coronal, 
but J will wake thine: of-(p2ing to fele howe J am offended 
berewith: Foz J will chaſtice them with the ſame roddes, 
and ſuffer like diniſion to take holde of thy kingdome. J will 
raiſe vp ſome of th owne that ſhal harry the vpon the ſame 
argument, and withall call in the Pꝛoteſtantes to their ſuc- 
tour, in reuenge of that ſuccoꝛ that you meant to giue them, 
whereof ſhall at length enſue the veſolation of pour eſtate.

all, that there malt be no retontilement with them. A p2opo- 
ſition with him in ſuch recommendation, that every man of a 
contrary opinion was ſtraight acearſed, pet was boalwaies 
of this aduice? No: foz in the pere 1 57 2. after he had pꝛocu⸗ 
red the death of his capitall ennemy the d umirall, His houſe

When the late 
king ſent him to retire into his obedience al Dan mot 
of whoſe towns the Pugnenofs poſſeſſed, was he — — 
as to enter no compoſition with them 2 He kuffered them to 
liue in peace of their conſciences, wher eupon without blowes 
they — al their towns, Alſo fo long as he was in Daul- 
phine bis court was fuller of Puguenot Gentlemen then of 
Catholikes, Pow commeth it that in ſelfe ſoukes ſhonld hars 
bour two ſo contrary opinions: So long fozfafh as their am

hatſseuer pꝛice. In the yeare 158 8. all things wzctched- 
iy (miled vpon the duks of Ouiſe: be became Maiſter ol Pa- 
ris without any blowes: cauſeth his king to flie ſhamefullꝑ 
away : eſtabliſheth what policie he lift, changeth al the an- 
cient captatnes of the towue. to the end, to be aſſured of ths 
man rapes abolition at the kings hand vnder the name 
of vnion fo2 all that is paſt : adioyneth to his eſtate of greate 
Maiſter, the function of lieutenaunt generall to the king in 
matters of armes. The eſtates being holden at Blo vs, in ths 
faco of all the wozla he commandeth the deputies, and com; 
maunding, be ſecketh by all ſozts of purchaſe to denounce ths 
king ol M iuarre tncapable of the crawne . Was there euer 
high enterpꝛize guided with greater ſenſe then this? What 
was the Cataſtrophe 2 All thele flue armies returned with 
ſhame from whence they came. The king of Nauarre (hiel- 
veth the blowes, as a man ſhould (ay, with a rebated (wozde 
Che greateſt honour that the D. of $payenne got was when 
he toks Caſtillon that belonged to his wife, where he ſpent 
France 60000, crowns, and lay ſixe wies: a towne which. 
the Buguenots afterward recouered with ladders that coſt 
them not fire franks. The Dok Jopeuſe was ouerth:;owns 
in ſet battell at Coutraz. The D.of Guile v pon the king of 
Nauarres birth day ſlaine in the middeſt of the eſtates with- 
But any conſent of the ſaid king oz his partakers, The death 
of him and of his b2other the Cardinall conuerted al the com- 


mon malice againſt the late king. The Townes rebelled a- 


gainſt him, and choſe the D. of Papen to be their lieutenant 
general ouer the ropall eſtate andcrowne of France. Jn this 
newe rage of the peoples he wanted no money, and ſo conſe- 
quently no mea. The late king was foꝛted to call vnto his 
aide the king of N41. who came in. Being arriued, he delt- 
nereth hem together with the Cittie of Toares , which is at 
this day the copaire of the ſoneraigue courtes of France.

And as by the death of the D. of Guiſe al 
the leaguers gaue ouer their quarell againſt theſe of the new 
religion, to ſet themſelues againft their king, ſo vppon this 
ſecond murder executed on the perſon of our late king all the 
French Robilitie, foꝛgetting their mallice againſt the ſame 


religion, apmed onely at reuenge oi this death againſt the 


Leaguers: hauing neuerthelcflc firſt ſwozne the king to en⸗ 
ter into our religion, if once he were well inſtructed therein. 


Thos our king by two deaths whereto he neuer conſen⸗ 


fed, the one, of his moztall enemp, the other, of his greateſt 
friend, attained the Crowne, and at a time appoynted came 
befoze the head city of France ( which had p2ofefſed greateſt 
hatred againſt him) enuironed with all the Pzinces ofthe 
bloud, officers of the crowne, and as bzaue an army as hath 
ok late bene ſerne in France. Whom is he now fo thanke foz 
ſo many bleſſings? Firſt God onelp,nert his enemies, whom 
God made the pꝛincipall inſtruments fo al that is afozeſaid, 
as being moꝛe beholding to them then euer he was to all his 
ſeruants and friends : foz, had they without wakening his 
weapons by anticipation of timo, ſuffered him to haue liued

"ets the goſpell ſhe would needes pꝛeuaile by armes, 
which J may well ſay by the way is an hereſy . Dur Lo2ds 
Jeſus Chzilt, after whoſe patterne we are to frame all our 
actions, his Apoſtles and Diſciples, and after them the mar⸗ 
tpꝛes did neuer eſtabliſh our Church by this meanes . They 
planted our religion by pꝛeching and exhoz tations, and with 
their blod ſealed the chꝛiſtian faith in the magiſtrats hands: 
out of the fountaine whereof ſpꝛang a ſea of true Chziftians, 
which ouerflowed the whole earth. Afterward, when wee, 
taking our ſelues to be nioze wiſe, would needs extend our res 
ligion by armes in our voyages ouer the ſea, we thereby rea- 
ped no other fruit, but that the Eaſt in the end was made the 
tombe both of vs and our religion. This article doe J pur⸗ 
poſely pale ouer , as being a fault which at this day is ac⸗ 
— — no fault. Let vs come to that which within theſe two 
yeares only hath paſſed befo:e our face”. Shal J not call this 
unpiety, that a college of So: bonne abuſing the name of the 
holp- ghoſt, hall aduiſe the ſimple pcople to at me themſelues 
againl their king ? ſhall J not call it impiety, that neuer ex⸗ 
the popes decree, whereto theſe our Maiſters referred

murdered their king, and hauing no other miniſters of their 
daughter but monkes? Mall J not call it impiety. that they 
haue canontzed the w2etched Jacobin 2 ſhall 3 not call if tm 
picty ( pardon me O god God though J pꝛelſume to (mite e⸗ 
nen at the head) that in the great conũſtoꝛy of Rome Pops 
Hirtus compared that wꝛetches entry into the tings cabine 
to the comming of the Angell Gabziel, when he announced 
to the virgine the future myſtery of the natinitie of our Lozd 
Jeſus Chziſt?J wil not affirme that he ſo did, but ſure A am,

* Where J ſet downe that he ought fo be inffructed, vet is 
not that enough, foz withall weare to addzeſſe our pzayers 
and ſapplications to God, not to the king. When J deftre to 
obtaine ſome gift of the king, A deltuer him my petition : but 
in this caſe , it vependeth vpon Gods grace, not bppon his. 
Him therefoꝛe we mult beſeech to touch our kings heart. A⸗ 


mong ſo many thouſand perſons as be in Fraunce, we needs 
not paſt a dozen god & deuout ſoules to pbfaine our deſires. 


©. Aug. in his youth was greately infected with hereſte. S. 
Cypzian befoze he became a Chailfian doated greately in the 
lone of a diſcrete ch2iſtian lady, pea, he ſo doated, that tothe 
end to ſeduce her he learned tha Arte Magicke. . Ponique 
. Auguffins mother neuer intreated her ſonne to giue ouer 
his hereſie, foz it had bin loſt labour, becauſe the ſame is a le⸗ 
pꝛoſie of the ſoule which is not healedby mans hand. But ſhe 
direced her payers to God, as did alſo the other lady foz . 
Cypzian . Their pꝛapers were heard with ſuch aduantage 
that afterwardes theſe two perſons grewe to be two of the 
greateſt docto2s of our Church. Let vs vſe the like, and A 
doubt not but the R. wil be on our ſide, eonſſdering how wel 
he is boꝛne. Pe commendeth himſeiſe to the pꝛapers of our 
church, as taking the pꝛapers, as I ſuppoſe, of all god men 
of either religion to be of great fozce with God, as already he 
hath in part felt the effects, Foz the ſame day that he obtained 
the two great victoztes in two ſeuerall partes of France, the 
one at Purie, the other in Auuergne, there was a generall 


pꝛoceſſton in Toures, wherein all the inhabitants were pze- 


ſent, euen the litle childzen, who in their virgin-like deuoti⸗ 
on cried, God ſaue the king round about the towne . And 
while we were pet in our pzapers, the king grewe to handie 
ſkrokes, and his miraculous victozy wherein be was chieflie 
aſliſted by the catholtke nobility conftnned ſo long as the pꝛo 
ceſſion laſted. Dur pzayers were the payers of Poles when 
the childꝛen of Iſrael fought, and his vicozy was the vidoꝛie 
of Naron. Thinke you he marked not this chace? Peraduen⸗ 
ture in heart he is the ſame that we defire . The moſt catho- 
like king that euer we had in France, and not one ly a foun⸗ 
der of an infinit number o {Churches _ Boſpitals, but alſo

4 wonderfull refozmer of the abuſes in thoſe dapes in our 
religion was S. Lewis, Zhinke not then that after ſo ma- 
ny teualutions of yeares ,-God hath reſerued the crowne of 
France to this great and noble race of Burbon (the laſt ſpꝛig 
of this holy ſtocke ) but onely ta the ende to renew the ſame 
piety wherewith that great king was pofſeffco, 

At is therefoze requiſite that toward this wozke, we not 
only advzeſſe our pꝛa pers to heauen, but allo that withal we 
b:ing repentance. Mh: ſhal we be ſo vawile, as to imagine 
that God is not diſpleaſed with our Church foz ſo many the 
impieties by me afoze rehearſed, whereof the pꝛieſtes and 
monkes haue bene the chiefs Piniſters . And who knows 
eth whether in reuenge of the ſame he hath ſent vs a king ofa 
contrary religion to ours? Mere it not a iuſt iuſtice of God, 
and ſuch a one as a tertaine French ſpirite durſt pꝛomiſe ta 
himſelle in this Lattin Epigramme,

enemies. Why ſailt by his enemies? Nay he will be reuen⸗ 
ged of vs by our ſelues. Let vstherefoze vſe the ſame remedie 
wherewith god Jeremy counſelled the childꝛen of Aſraell to 
appeaſe the w2ath of Go. Me may well pzeachvnto the 
N. we may inſtruc him in our religion, we may to that ends 
furniſh him of great diuines. All this will nothing aduance 
our affaires. Zheſe are but plaiſters laid vpon the wounds 
to ſupple it, but they cannot take away the cauſe of cuil, that 
pzoceedeth of our impieties that cannot be vncommitted, al- 
beit we thought to bury the remembzance of them with God 
by publike repentance of vs all. J do erpzeſly ſay, of vs all, 
becauſe J with him that thinketh himſelle innocent in this 
reſpec, map alſo be a party as well as he that hath conſented 
thereto . Dur church is compoſed both of god and bas, and 
when the body of a communalty doth tranſgres, as we hang 
done in all that hath bin done in France, euerp one by the 
rigour of the law is puniſhable, The wicked haue infangled 

god : if therefoze we do otherwiſe, albeif God peeldeth to 
our pꝛapers, pet in the end it will turne to our confuſton by 
ſome meane, to vs vnknowne . One familiar example bzed 
in the calamitie of this time, J will ſet befoze pou. There 
was neuer king that fought with ſo much religion and diſcre⸗ 
tion againſt the new religion, as did the late king. The gate 
of the gouernement of the pzouinces was ſhut againſt ths 
pꝛofeſſoꝛs thereof: None of them was admitted to his oꝛder 
of knighthode of the holy ghoſt : none into the functions of 
iudgement oz treaſurp: foꝛ all comfozt thep lined in ſoms 
quiet in their owne houſes, which was a very warre to con- 
quer without weapons thoſe whom we ſee to be ofa contra- 
ryreligio to ours. Thus by a wiſe diſcourſe he chaſtiſed ths 
Huguenot, oꝛ pꝛetended refozme>(terme him as you liſt) who 
by this meanes could not be pꝛouoked to any new rebellion, 
and pet in his family founde the contrary effectes of that he 
moſt dclired : foz there is nothing that the great Loꝛdes of 
France ſo much deſire, as to be neare their king, neither is 
there any thing that ſo meneth the mindes of the commons, 
as a deſire to attaine to offices. It is a ſickeneſſe of the mind 
that deſtropeth the French man. So ſone as a marchant 
oz citizen hath gathered any reaſonable ſtocke of money, hee 
longeth after nothing ſo much as 4 imploy it in the ** 
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An anſwwere to the Supplication 


of ſome office of tulkice 02 freaſure foz his childe: ſo that this 
new religion in the judgement of the wiſeſt (ubuerted it ſelf: 
and peraduenture ſuch as fo: ſhame perſiſted in it, becauſe 
they would not ſ@me vnconſtant, were no whit ſ@2y to ſe 
their childꝛen taught in our Schwles, and ſo conſequently in 
the diſcipline of our religion. By theſe meanes all thinges 
grew among vs from bad to god, and from god to better. 
Che plowman followed bis oren, the artiffcer his trade, the 
marchant his traffike, theaduocate and pzoctoz their pꝛadiſe, 
euery one in his calling with ſome coulent, the citizen enioy- 
ed his renenues, the magiſtrate his fees, pzcheminences, and 
honours, the catholike crerciſed his religion without diſtur⸗ 
bance thzoughout all France, the Paguenot lined ſequeſtred 
from among vs in ſome co2ner of the realm without commo- 
tion, 02 at the leaſt , ſo as he made no ſemblant of any. All 
this could not the Pariſian be content with: he longed foz 
nothing but to ſee the auntients wauing all ouer France vp- 
on a vaine conceit to ouerconte religion wyth tempoꝛal wea⸗ 
pons onelp, which God alwapes miſliked . All his deſires 
tended but to that end: God heard his requeſt, but to his con⸗ 
demnation. Thus we ſ& France couered with men of armes. 
Thus we ſc a generall deſolation of the eſtate: and in lieu of 
roting out hereũe, we do thus ſee atheiſme lodged in the mids 
deſt of vs. The Pariſian longed after nothing ſo much as the 
death of the late king, at whatſoener pzice . A frantikere - 
uenge that he noꝛiſhed in his bowels was his onely god. Ups 
on this opinion he p2ocured p2oceſſions in his ſhirt : he recet- 
ned (as he ſuppoſed) his creatoꝛ euery Sondap: vpon the fes 
ſtinall dapes he remained at ſcraice from moꝛniug till night, 
not to the end to appeaſe Gods wzath, but to pzouoke him a⸗ 
gatnlt the king and his partakers, as being at that time poſ- 
ſeſſed ol no other religion but paſſion, not paſſion of Jeſus 
Chu itt, but his owne . God pet once againe heareth him:the 
is flaine : a wicked monke is fo2 the ſame placed in the ka⸗ 
lender of Martpꝛes, and foz a teſtimony of their fury , theſe 
bevlems do weare the green ſcarffe ouer their choulders. But 
what fruit do they reape thereby? This death ſet the crowns 
bpon this our kings head, who troubleth their bzaines moze 
then the deceaſed, frſt, as being of another religion the theirs, 
next, in that he is a pzince, ready bpon occaſio na"

liant, and one who in foure moneths hath done mo2e feates 
of armes then the late king, conſidering his nature which 
was llowe, and better diſpoſed fo diſcourſe then to execution, 
could haue perfo2med in foure peares. Againe , they haue 
wiſhed that our king might not take them, who onely twke 
care to pꝛeſerue them, in taking them as their king and a true 
Frenchman. They call to their ſuctour the Spaniard, an 
auncient enemy to France, who raiſeth the ſiege, and in pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruing them hath vtterly loſt them. Paris being at this day 
the carcaſſe of a towne gouerned, 02 rather deuoured by ſome 
ſcoze of raſcalles, whoſe chiefeſt callings befoze were but 
clarks of the rolles, nofarics, commifſarics, pꝛodours in the 
parliament, chatelet,andcleargy courts . What? do you nof 
thinke them to be gods paſtimes, who in granting them their 
demandes,voth at this day make them beare the ſharpeſt and 
molt violent pantſhment foz their faults that euer were ſpo⸗ 
ken of? Fo2 my part, albeit J wiſh not the deſtruction of that 
miſerable towne , which can not come to paſſe but that as 
the haile from heauon it will light vpon the god as the bad to⸗ 
gither, vet did J tomy great griefe ſtedfaſfly percetne, that as 
the greene ſcarffe that the Pariſſans put on foz the death of 
the late king, was a moſt aſſured teſtimony of thetr accurſed 
folly, ſo the red which ſince they bozrowed from the @paniſh 
Marrane is a molt certaine pꝛognoſtication of the blody pus 
niſhment that God keepeth in ſtoze fo them. 


Let vs therefoze direc our vowes and pꝛapers fo God, 


wythout diſſimulation oz hppocrilte , nepther let vs inter⸗ 
medole any woꝛldly matters, noz let vs imagine that GD 
wil be charmed wpth woꝛdes. Ye is not wonne wpth our 
mouthcs, but wyth our hearts, wherein he hath eſtabliſhed 
the true ſeate of our deuofions : the offences of the Piniſters 
of our Church haue attayned their laſt period, let vs therefo2e 
earneſtly and in equall ballance purge them. Let vs w2ap 
our heads in ſackeloth, our bodies in hatre, and our heartes 
in contrit ion, and with teares crie vato God , that he will 
vouchlafe fo fo2act all the offences that A doe abhoꝛre to re⸗ 
member: let that great R. a. pꝛophet Dauid be our guide, 
whome God vouchſafed to giue vs foz an erample of one of 
the greateſt finners among all the kings of Iſraell, as alſo foz 


one of the greateſt penitents, one, who vpon his repentaunce

obtained all his petitions af Gods handes , When we ſhall 
take the ame courſe, God who is our true father, will em 
= our pꝛapers, and make our ling ſuch a one as we de⸗ 
re. i 
It is thereſoꝛe in thy ſight that J doe nowe humble my 
ſelfe : it is thou O Lozd) who with all my heart J call vpon 
to be our helpe : 3 knowe the tranſgreſſions that againſt thy 
Maieſty we haue committed euen from the higheſt to the lo⸗ 
welt both generally and particularly, there is none of vs that 
can exempt himſelfe . If thou lift to poiʒe our cauſe in the ba⸗ 
lance of thy iuſtice, who dare appeare in thy ſight? Thou, J 
ſay, who by thy eſpeciall titles haſt reſerued vengeance to thy 
ſelfe : but (O Loꝛd) J know alſo that thou art the GD of 
mercy. Me pꝛeſent our (clues befoze thy face, not to be iuſti⸗ 
fied, but in our ſhirts b2inging a pardon, which it map pleaſe 
thee of thy holy grace to allow of. Thy woꝛd is true. Zhou 


haſt ſato : If in Sodome and Gomoꝛrha there were but ten 


god men, the reſt ofthe wicked ſhoulde fo; their ſakes haue 
no harme. Alas, are there not an infinit number of thp faiths 
full ſeruants that neuer conſented to all theſe impiefics, who 
notwithſtanding at this day doe beare the penaunce ol other 
mens wickednelle, dꝛiuen out of their houſes.depꝛiued of the 
view of their wiues whome thou haft comanded vs to clcaue 
vnto, baniſhed from the pzeſence of their parents and chil⸗ 
dꝛen, and whatſocuer they loue beſt 2 Euen thcy that haue 
bœne the authours of theſe talamities, doe they not ſuffer, 
if not penance, pet at the leaſt molt grieuous punifhment foz 
their offences? Theſe deaths, theſe pouerties. theſe extraoz⸗ 
dinarp ſickneſſes, this famine, this generall ruine of Parts, 
this ſecond deſolation of Jeruſalem, let them be (O Lo2ds 
God, let them be accounted as penance in thy ſight . Albeit 
there be ſome among vs moſt wickedly hardened in their fel⸗ 
lonies, pet be there alſo many in the Towne, who in their 
ſoules do werpe, howle, and lament foꝛ all that is paſt. Gꝛant 
O god God, that they map be thoſe ten whom thou deſiredlt 
to finde in Sodome, and hautug nowe with thy roddes cha⸗ 
ſtized vs in our bodies and godes, ſuffer not our ſoules to be 
loſt. We all are thy lawfull and naturall childzen though 
the regeneration of the holy Sacrament of 1Bapttine : and

After this miſerable Chaos that haue diſe2dcred 
all the affaires of thy religion, reunite vs all vnder the ban 
ner cf thy Church: ſuffer not the diuell the father of dition 
to ſeparate the head from the members, vouchſafe to illumts 
nate our king with the beames of thy holy ſptrit, ſo to reduce 
him into thy catholike apoſtolike and Romiſh Church, to the 
end that to the hondur and exaltation of thy holp name, euc⸗ 
ry man may acknowledge thee to be the Father of conco2de 
and peace. O molt cternall gadnelle, this we do molt 
humblyp beſeech ther, as taking this to be thy 
wil, whereto we wil referre al our 
Pꝛapers and Suppli⸗ 
cations. 
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
